THE REAL CONDITION OF OUR

What John H. James Thinks Ought

As the financial status of Georgia is 
to be a matterof engrossing interest for some 
rime a reporter of the ‘ ONSTITUTION approached 
ur.

I have now dismissed ali aspirations 
for office, and in the future intend to daaill I 
can for the people. I have no secrets abort 
Georgia’s finances. Iam willing to talk to you 
freely abou; them, Iam now getting up bills 
to try to carry out these views, and havé been 
looking into them.

Question 2. What is the best means to not 


only maintain but elevate our siate credit ? 


ANSWER—Pay promptly the interest ou all in- 
dorsed recognized bonds, and is:ue state bonds 
for them as soon as possible, running the same 
time, and bearing the same rate of interest for 
uil indorsements where the staie has bought or 
took posses-ion of the roads, issue new bonds 
for all bonds bearing Bullock’s name on them.

THE MURDER, 


Death of the Murd red Man and the 
Inpauest. 


Lumpkin Phinizee, the negro who 
was ehot at eight o’clock :Sattirday night by 
Alfred Haynes, colored, died at about three 
o'clock sunday morning. The facts of the 
occurrence were published in our last edition 
Phinizee’s mu'der (for it would be hard tomake 
anything else out of it) shows what reckiess dis 
regard for human life our freedmen of the 
present day have. He was shot dowu by Haynes 
simply because of 

A 20 CENTS BILL 
which Haynes thought he couldavoid paying 
by putting his creditor out of the way. 

An inquest was held over the remaiue by 
Coroner Kile on Sunday. The negroes about 
Eigewood, where the decease 1 lived, are much 
excited, and say that th»y will see to it that 
Haynes gets the full benefit of the law. The 
coroner heard bu¢ little testimony, as no great 
deal was necessary. No material fact other 
than what has been published, was brought 
out. After a brief consultation, the jury agreed 
upon the following verdict:
